This Office action is responsive to communication received 03/10/2004 - 
application papers filed and IDS; 07/23/2004 - Drawings. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-41 
are allowable over the prior art references of record because it would not have been 
obvious to modify any of the prior art devices of record to include the combination of a 
segment of a circle defined by an arc and a chord, wherein said arc is oriented toward 
the clubface and the chord defines a back line oriented parallel to the clubface and 
further including a visible alignment line disposed in a non-perpendicular fashion 
between said arc and said back line. While Kaise ('986) and Tindale ('268) and Tindale 
('150) disclose alignment lines that are not perpendicular to the clubface, neither shows, 
suggests or otherwise renders obvious the combination of a segment of a circle and a 
visible alignment line, as claimed. All of Figures 15-18 in Antonious ('900), Figure 5 in 
Perry ('837), Figure 2 in Gavranovich ('003) and Figures 3A-3C in Soles ('971) show 
alignment indicia of interest, but none show, suggest or render obvious the combination 
of a segment of a circle and a visible alignment line, as claimed.
